Industry who are most familiar with

Bureau, and Mr. Charles J. Brand, 
who has been connected with the 
work of the department in the estab­ 
lishment of government standards for 
grading cotton has been placed in di­ 
rect charge of the work. 
It is proposed to conduct the work 
along several lines and the results 
of investigations which have been in 
progress in the bureau for a number 
of years in the breeding of improved 
types of cotton suitable for various 
sections, and the results of the work 
in standardization and grading will 
be utilized as far as 
possible.

has ever happened in this locality oe- 
1 u1 red at the James M. Carver place 
in Moiese valley, a few' miles north 
of Dixon, Wednesday forenoon, when 
Ora Sumner, 22 years old, lost his life 
by poison gas in a well, 
and 
Leon 
Thomas and Mr. Carver were only 
saved by the bravery and coolheaded­ 
ness of those present 
Mr. Milton had 
set 
his 
machine 
over a dug well 52 feet deep and drill­ 
ed down to a depth of 1S4 feet, strik­ 
ing a flow of water Tuesday. The old 
well was about 6 feet square and the 
men had been down into it several 
times on Tuesday to place the piping 
into the drilled hole. No signs of gas 
were present. Wednesday morning, Mr. 
Milton gave orders to take the ma­ 
chine down ready to move, and he 
then went to the home of Will Ad­ 
ams, a half mile distant, on business. 
" bile away, Ora went down to clean 
out the well before leaving. Mr. Mil­ 
ton started back and was only a few 
rods away when he saw Ora going 
down into the well. and as he ap­ 
proached the hole he heard Ora fall 
from the top of the casing, which 
stood up out of the bottom of the old 
well about 12 feet. Mr. Milton called 
to him, hut no answer came. Think­ 
ing that he was hurt by the fall, he 
called to Leon Thomas to go down 
and see what was th© matter. Leon 
slid down the rope, and as he reach­ 
ed the bottom, called to Mr. Carver 
to come quick and help him. Mr. Car­ 
ver then slid dpwn the rope, not yet 
knowing that the trouble was with 
gas. No answer.came from either one 
to Mr. Milton’s queries, and he then 
became suspicious of gas. 
He called 
to Mrs. Carver to bring 
a 
mirror, 
which he used to throw a light into 
the hole. The sight that met his eyes 
will never be forgotten by him, for, 
there laid Ora already dead upon the 
bottom, and Thomas and Carver were 
struggling and fighting frantically for 
breath. Mr. Milton then called for a 
pail and began dashing water down 
onto them. This was all that saved the 
lives of Thomas and Carver, and thev 
were soon able to breathe and call 
for more water, which was hastily 
supplied them.
